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Fre Rao congregations, 
Wilshire Boulevard Temple has been 
responding to the needs of the Los 
Angeles Jewish community since 
1862. As Congregation B’nai Brith, it 
was the first synagogue in Los Ange- 
les. In 1872, the congregation built 
the first Temple on Fort Street (now 
Broadway Avenue) in downtown Los 
Angeles. As membership increased, 
the congregation moved to a larger 
structure at Ninth and Hope Streets in 
1895. Continued growth brought the 
congregants to Wilshire Boulevard in 
1929, which resulted in the change 
to the current name. The magnificent 
synagogue entered the United States 
Register of Historic Places in 1984. 

In response to membership growth 

in the West Los Angeles area, the 

temple dedicated the modern Audrey 
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University Synagogue 

University Synagogue was founded in 
1943 to serve residents of Brentwood 
and UCLA and surrounding areas. 
Located on Sunset Blvd., it serves Re- 
form families with a strong emphasis 
on spirituality, Tikkun Olam — “repair- 


ing the world “ — and music.

- Adat Ari El of North Hollywood is 
celebrating its 75th anniversary with 
its building on Burbank Blvd. as the 
oldest Jewish building in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. The congregation is also 
credited with founding the San Fer- 
nando Valley’s first Jewish Day Camp 
and first Jewish nursery school.

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Congregation Beth Israel 

The oldest Orthodox congregation in 
Los Angeles, Beth Israel was founded 
in 1899 by the merger of three con- 
gregations. The early synagogue at reey 
Olive Street was dedicated on April 

13, 1902, and it was used until 1940. 


It was a rather large building with 
twin towers with domes at the tops, 
also called the Olive Street Shul. The 
building was located on Bunker Hill, 
an area that was redeveloped in the 
1960s. Today, its home is on Beverly 
Blvd. near Crescent Heights.

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The Sephardic community in Los An- 
geles was founded in 1920 while early 
pioneers were of Sephardic origin. 

In 1931, the first of several buildings 
were constructed to serve the com- 
munity on Santa Barbara and La Salle 
Avenues. In 1933, a Talmud Torah 
school was added, and in 1959, was 
re-named the Sephardic Community 
and Brotherhood of Los Angeles. In 
1970, ground was broken at the cur- 
rent location on Wilshire Blvd. and 
Warner Avenue, and in 1981, the con- 
gregation moved into its new building 
with dedication services. In 1993, 
Temple Tifereth Israel and Sephardic 
Beth Shalom merged to form what is 
now Sephardic Temple Tifereth Israel, 
and serves more than 600 families.

Originally founded as the dream of 
Rabbi Eli Shochet as a day school to 
fill the needs of Jewish families in the 
West Valley, Shomrei Torah was born 
out of the union of Congregations 
Beth Kodesh and Beth Ami in 1994. 

A vibrant Conservative congregation, 
Shomrei Torah sits on a plot of land 
on Valley Circle in the West Valley and 
houses a sanctuary, education center 
and a Judaica curriculum which has a 
special “Hebrew Immersion” program 
called “Ma’aleh” for grades K-12.

The Reform congregation was initiated 
in 1964 with 35 families and met at 
St. Albin’s Episcopal Church. In 1970, 
the congregation acquired Westwood 
Temple on top of Mulholland Drive 


and Sepulveda, where it is located 
today. Stephen S. Wise is one of the 
largest Jewish congregations in the 
world, with 3,000 families, six rabbis, 
2 cantors and four schools on three 
campuses, including the Milken Com- 
munity High School.

Founded in 1925 as the West Adams 
Hebrew Congregation ~as it was 
located on West Adams and Hillcrest 
Drive in Los Angeles — Beth Jacob 
grew with the influx of Jewish im- 
migrants to Los Angeles, and in 1949 


established its Day School. In 1954, 
the congregation moved to its current 
location on Olympic Blvd. in Beverly 
Hills.

Established in 1906, Sinai Temple 

was the first Conservative congrega- 
tion in Southern California, having 
first met on Figueroa Street, then 
moved to 12th and Valencia, and then 
to 4th and New Hampshire before 
finally moving into its present home 
on Wilshire Blvd. and Beverly Glen 

in 1956. In 1986, Akiba Academy 
merged with Sinai to create Sinai- 
Akiba Academy, the largest accredited 
Jewish Day School in the California 
association of Independent Schools. 
Sinai Temple remains the oldest and 
largest Conservative congregation in 
Los Angeles. 
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Valley Beth Shalom 

Established in the early 1950s, Valley 
Beth Shalom’s first home in the San 
Fernando Valley was in an old school 
which was brought in from Long 
Beach. As the congregation grew, it 
moved to a motel on Densmore and 
Ventura Boulevard. In the 1960s, 

the foundation was laid for the main 
sanctuary and social hall, and soon 
the day school was founded in the 
early 1970s. By the 1980s,with more 
growth, the parking lot was expanded 
and a new synagogue center began 
to take form. Valley Beth Shalom is on 
Newsweek’s list of America’s 25 Most 
Vibrant Congregations.

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Temple Israel of Hollywood 
Temple Israel was founded in 1926 
after three community leaders, includ- 
ing filmmaker Ed Laemmle met at the 
Hollywood Plaza Hotel and decided 
a congregation was needed in the 
Hollywood area. Until the 1950s, the 
congregation met in a small building 
which was purchased as a result of 

a fundraiser at the Pantages Theatre. 
The current synagogue was built in 
1948, and in 1957, the congregation 
purchased Hillside Memorial Park. 

In 1985, Temple Israel underwent a 
multi-million dollar renovation. Today, 
it serves 1,000 families and includes 
three schools.
